Shortly before the propeller Hiram A, 
Dixon of Booth s line left here Friday 
two gentlemen came to the dock and 
asked when the boat would leave for 
P ort A rthur. 
L ater they wont into the 
cabin and asked to he assigned to a 
stateroom at once. 
T h e captain asked 
them if they had secured tickets. 
They 
said they would get them on tho boat. 
M anager Coventry and several employes 
of the Booth company saw them sitting 
there but no one I heard them say any­ 
thing except once, when one gentleman 
said to the other:

William IL Pope was teller of the 
Louisville City National bank and a 
trusted employe and took SOO,OOO of the 
bank’s money March 2. 
His absence at 
the bank tho next morning at first ex­ 
cited no suspicion, as it was supposed 
be was at his sick sister s bedside, or in 
the 
country detained 
by the flood. 
W hen no word was received at 10:30 
o’clock President Jam es S. Pirtle, Vice 
President Jam es S. Leech, and Cashier 
W. S. P arker became suspicious. 
An 
exan.ination was at once begun and the 
officials stated th at he must have taken 
with him, in round numbers, the above­ 
mentioned amount.

about town, etc., th a t Pope had been 
going pretty fast for several years, 
though no well-defined suspicion had ex­ 
isted th a t he was doing crooked work. 
Pope is a native of K entucky and

years old. 
He entered the bank in 1881 
as a clerk and was rapidly promoted. 
He was thought to he “ close.” 
At a 
room on Jefferson street he frequently 
gave wine suppers to youug men of his 
class and young women. 
He gambled 
and was known as a “ sucker.”

The demoo- 
racy believes in the sharp competition.

On these points Mr. Burrows, of Mich­ 
igan, and Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, had 
something important to say. The for­ 
mer made a splendid argument for home 
markets and heme [production, aud 
among other things he said:

Kinley. Whatever he says on the tariff 
question Is divested of ell shams and 
theories, and is founded on historical 
faots aud oommoD sense. On the point 
of foreign trade and commerce he let 
drop a few words that are well worth the 
oareful study of all who take an iuteres 
in the developement of American expert 
trade. He him repeat . the faots of * 
wonderful history: 
Much bas been said about our foreign 
trade and commerce, aud our vast do­ 
mestic commerce has been ignored. 
What boots it that the product of the 
great west find their markets in New 
York end Obi sago rather than in Europe ? 
Why should we pass over the best mar­ 
ket of the world.—our own market? 
Notwithstanding all cf these croaking?, 
however, we are now exporting more 
products than at any time in oar history. 
Our exports have increased 35 per oent 
more than the exports from free trade 
Great Bntria. While Great Britain had 
between 1870 and 1880 lost 13 per cent of 
her commerce, the United States gained 
22 per cent and with the same aid to 
shipping that Great Britain gives, the 
•hips of the United States will plow 
•very sea under the American flag in 
successful competition with the ships of 
the world. [Applause]. On our Atlantic 
coast, this year, will be produced 100,000 
tons of shipping, built by American 
workmen of Ameiisan material.

Tho sight which met my gaze chilled 
my blood! 
In tho mirror there was reflected a 
tiger, creeping stealthily forward to­ 
ward tho sleeping child. 
I wa3 wholly unarmed, 
and sat 
powerless, benumbed, 
gazing 
with 
awful fascination into that mirror. 
To scream or to make the least mo­ 
tion would precipitate the terrible 
tragedy. 
Suddenly the tiger stopped, arrested 
by his own reflection in the glass. 
He 
i lashed his tail back and forth; his eyes 
shot fire; each separate hair of his 
orange-yellow coat seemed to stand 
erect at sight of a possible rival.

Another moment and the animal 
uttered a deep, challenging roar and 
sprang forward with one great bound 
There was a crash of glass and a 
loud, prolonged roar of surprise and 
rage from the tiger, which jarred the 
very ground.

Mr. Sherman said the reason the In­ 
crease of the number of pension agents 
w*as necessary was because the number 
of the pensioners had been vastly in­ 
creased, so that it was now practically 
impassible for the agent at Columbus, 
Ohio, to sign checks, and such a duty 
should not be delegated to subordi­ 
nates. 
Mr. Allison—Like the Senator from 
Missouri I feel aggrieved that tho ma­ 
jority has voted an increase of these 
agencies. 
I do not reel specially humil­ 
iated about it, because it only show’s 
that the majority has not examined this 
question with the care that I think it 
should have examined it. 
It seems to 
me that a division of Ohio into two pen­ 
sion districts will necessitate the re­ 
moval of the agency from Columbus and 
the carrying of one agent to Cincinnati 
and the other to Cleveland. 
There is no 
difficulty in allowing subordinates to 
sign checks. I do not suppose that there 
is a large mercantile or manufacturing 
establishment in the United States in 
which there aro not at least two or three 
persons who sign checks. 
Finally the discussion closed and the 
vote on Mr. Sherman’s amendment was 
again taken.

B e tte r R elations w ith Mexico. 
W a s h in g to n , May 
IO.—Representa­ 
tive Morrow of California, from the 
committee on foreign affairs, lias report­ 
ed a resolution requesting tho President 
to open negotiations with Mexico for 
the promotion of commercial and friend 
ly relations and for tho adjustment of 
boundaries. 
The resolution reported 
requests the President to invite tho gov­ 
ernment of Mexico to negotiate for the 
creation of an international commission 
composed of representatives from each 
government, to whiich shall be referred 
for consideration and adjustment all 
questions affecting the mutual inter­ 
course and relations of the countries or 
their citizens with a view of maintain­ 
ing and establishing on a permanent 
basis the most friendly relations between 
the two countries.

No student under 8 or over 18 is al­ 
lowed to enter the gymnasium, nor can 
any student remain in the school after 
he is 2 1, since that is the age at which 
every Russian subject is liable to the 
military conscription. 
But if a student 
Is 21 and is in the last class his studies 
are not interrupted; he is allowed to 
pass his “finals” and proceed to the 
university to continue the preparation 
for hi9 career, at the end of. which 
time he is liable to serve in the army 
only six months, a reduction to from six 
years to which he would have been 
liablo had he not reached that grade of 
education. 
In order to become a gymnazist, 
says a correspondent of tho Boston 
ost, or student of the gymnasium, 
every boy must pass an examination, 
iven to be admitted to the preparatory 
olass he must be able to read fluently, 
to know something of the rudiments of 
arithmetic, grammar, and orthography. 
’n the first class he generally begins to 
study the Latin grammar. French or 
German (or both if he likes), history, 
and geography. This course continues 
till he enters the third class, when he 
Jegins to study Greek and must drop 
either one ofthotwo modern languages; 
he begins algebra and drops orthograr 
phy. 
In tho fourth class he begins to 
read ancient history and takes up 
geometry and physics. 
This course 
continues till he enters the sixth, when 
he begins astronomy and trigonometry. 
On finishing in the eighth and last 
class he is subjected to a searching ex­ 
amination, on 
successfully 
passing 
which he is given his attesta zrelosty— 
literally, “attestation of ripeness”— 
which admits him to any of the Rus­ 
sian universities, where he can select 
his desired faculty. 
The recitation of lessons is conducted 
much tho same as in other countries; 
any student is liable to be called up by 
tho professor and examined in lessons 
of tho day. 
He is then given a mark 
to characterize his performance. 
At 
the end of every quarter a testimonial 
containing tho sum total of his marks 
is given to each student. 
If his marks 
have been 
exceptionally good—say 
above 80 per cent—he 
receives a 
“laudatory list.” At tho end of the 
year there is a severe examination on 
all tho subjects which 
have been 
Itudied during that time. 
If the stu­ 
dent fails to receive at least 60 per 
cent of tho marks on that examination 
he is dropped back into the same class 
for another trial. 
If at the end of two 
years ho fails to pass the examination 
he is suspended from the gymnasium, 
and is practically expelled by a certain 
paragraph of the educational laws. 
But he can enter the same school at 
the end of the vacation by passing the 
necessary examination for the higher 
class. 
Besides these marks on the 
student’s average knowledge of things 
in general tliero are two other subjects 
which have an important bearing on 
his fate. One is religious instruction 
the other is conduct
